ORDER 
TheGovernment have felt the need for posting Officers with 
a knowledge of Kannada and Tamil in areas of the state where 
these are the predominant languages and have been examining 
the question for some time. In practice it has been found ditfi 
cult to get such officers. The difficuliy is not so much in get ing 
men for the lower executive posts as ior the higher posts, which 
are normally filled by promotion . The question whether know 
ledge of a second language viz., Kannada or Tam I should be 
insisted on or a language test should be made compulsory as a 
cond tion precedenıf r promotion of officers to cert . in categories 
of posts, for being posted to these areas has therefore been 
examined and Government are pleased to issue the following 
orders : 

The language test need not be made compulsory , but the 
cases of only officers possess ng the requisite language qualifia . 
tion will be considered for.pr motion lo posts such as Tshsil lars, 
Cucle Inspectors of Police , Reve sué Divisional Officers and 
other District Officers in these areas, even though such officers 
may not be eligible for promotion in the order of seniority.

AWARD 
Dispute having arisen between the Manager , Jaya Sree Bus 
Service, Tellicherry and their workmen, was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by order No. 72088 /L5 / 58-1 of the 
Labour and Local Administration Department of the Govern 
ment of Kerala dated 12-12-1958 . The issues referred to adjudi 
cation are the following : - 

( 1 ) Bonus for 1957-58 . 
(2 ) Dismissal of Shri Y. A. Sreedharan , Conductor . 

In the statement of the case filed by the Secretary , Malabar 
Motor Transport Employees Union , Cannanore, it is contended 
that the management concern had earned huge profits in the 
year under reference so as to justify the payment of 20 % of 
the total emoluments of workers as bonus. With regard to the 
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dismissal of Sri Y. A. Sreedharan it is contended , that he has 
put in three years of continuous service. On 27-7-1958 , a show 
cause notice was given to the worker containing certain charges 
and he was asked to give his explanation before 28-7-1958, fail 
ing which it was stated in the show cause notice he would be 
dismissed from service. On 29.7-1958 , he submitted his explana 
tion denying all the charges levelled against him . But the 
management dismissed the worker on 29-7-1958 itself from 
service on the ground that no reply was sent on 28-7-1958 to the 
show cause notice . The worker was not given reasonable 
opportunity to submit his explanation and prove his innocence . 
The management did not give the worker sufficient time 
to submit his explanation . The charges made against the 
worker were flimsy , vague and untenable . Sri Sreedharan 
is an active trade union worker. It is due to the initiative 
of Sreedharan that the workers under the management concern 
joined as members of the Union and the bonus dispute was 
taken at his instance and he was dismissed when the bonus 
dispute reached the conciliation stage. The dismissal of 
Sreedharan is a clear case of victimisation. The manage 
ment did not look into the explanation given by the worker 
and there was no enquiry into the alleged misconduct. The 
union therefore makes a prayer for awarding ( 1) 20% of 
the total emoluments of the workers as bonus for 1957-58 (2 ) 
and reinstating Sreedharan with back wages and continuity of 
service. 

3. In the reply statement it is maintained that the manage 
ment concern is a small one started in 1955 with a single bus . 
Subsequently two more buses were purchased in 1956 andnow it 
has five buses , and is a small concern . The buses are not ply 
ing through profitable routes . It is contended by the manage 
ment that they are only liable to pay 10 per cent of the wages to 
the workers as per the agreement reached before the Labour 
Commissioner at a meeting held at Ernakulam in the presence 
of the representatives of the employers and the workmen . With 
regard to the dismissal of Y. A. Sreedharan , it is contended that 
he was in the habit of misappropriating the company funds as 
and when he found it convenient. During his tenure of service 
prior to 23-7-1957 , he had been warned three times and sus 
pended thrice . But inspite of all that, he continued in his old 
ways. On 24-7-1957 the worker had given a written apology 
admitting all his malpractices and assuring the company that he 
would conduct himself satisfactorily in future and he agree 
that he might be removed from service in case of any futur 
complaint. On 24-7-1958 he collected 0-2-3 from a man travel 
ling from the Tellicherry District Court stop to Eranjoli without 
issuing a ticket for the amount collected. The chekcing Inspec 
tor Shri Narayanan Nair found out this and a charge - sheet was 
issued to him on 26.7.1958 asking to show cause before 28-7-1958 
as to why his services should not be terminated for misappro 
priating the company s funds . No explanation was received 
from him on the due date and he w s dismissed . Again on 
29-7-1958 another complaint of misappropriation was received 
from the checking Inspector. The management finally makes a 
prayer to uphold their contentions . 


4. The Union filed a rejoinder refuting the alligations in 
the management statement. In the rejoinder it is stated that 
Shri Sreedharan was forced to sign the statementdated 21-7-1958 
under threat of dismissal from service . After the rejoinder of 
the Union , the management also filed another statement refuting 
the averments of the Union contained in their rejoinder . 

5. Following a discussion in Court the issue regarding bonus 
was settled . Themanagement agreed to pay 10 % of the basic 
wages and dearness allowance towards bonus (exclusive of 
other allowances) for the year under reference. The deed of 
settlement regarding the bonus question is given below as 
Annexure and the award on issue No. I regarding bonus is 
passed on terms specified in the deed of settlement. 

6. With regard to the question of the dismissal of Shri Y. A. 
Sreedharan , conductor, the Union exar ined WW1, the workman 
concerned and marked Ext. W1. The management examined 
MW1, Shri K. Narayanan Nair, the Checking Inspector and 
marked Exts . M1 to M7. Ext. M2 dated 26-7-1958 is the charge 
sheet given to Shri Y. A. Sreedharan stating that during the 
trip at 3.15 p . m . on 23-7-1958 . certain irregularities were found 
regarding issue of tickets. He was asked to show cause before 
28-7-1958 as to why his services should not be terminated . The 
workman did not submit any explanation on 28-7-1958 . He 
was dismissed by Ext . M4 dated 29-7-1958 . Ext. M2 charge 
sheet was issued on the basis of a report, Ext. Mi dated 
24-7-1958 from the Checking Inspector , Shri Narayanan Nair. 
According to Ext. Ml report the allegation against Sreedharan 
is that he collected 0-2-3 from a passenger and did not issue any 
ticket and he misappropriated that amount. Ext W1 is the 
explanation given by Sreedharan denying the charge . He was 
relieved from his day s duties only in the afternoon of 28-7-1958, 
and had no time to submit his explanation to the charges on 
28-7-1958 itself. But finding no explanation on 28-7-1958, the 
inanagement dismissed him by Ext. M4 order dated 29-7-1958. 
It may be that the explanation Ext: W1might have been given 
at a later hour on 29-7-1958 and the dismissal order might have 
been issued in the early hours of that day . Anyhow , the dis 
missal order was issued before the receipt of the explanation 
by the workman and without any enquiry . Both parties have 
adduced evidence before me on the question of dismissal, and 
an order has to be passed on merit. It is a fundamental 
principle of natural justice that no man can be condemned 
unheard. The worker concerned was dismissed unheard, and 
that amounts to a violation of the principles of natural justice . 
Therefore an order has to be passed on the basis of the evidence 
available in the case . It is the Checking Inspector MW1 who 
found out the misappropriation . He has deposed stating that 
one old man who got into the bus from the Tellicherry District 
Court stop was asked to show his ticket. The old man said that 
he was not given any ticket though he paid his fare. The old 
man said that he paid a four anna coin and 14 annas was 
ieturned . The conductor Sreedharan Nair misappropriated the 


ticket fare of 21 annas. The evidence of WW1 Sreedharan Nair 
is that he issued a ticket to the old man . According to him the 
old man on being questioned by the Checking Inspector said 
that the conductor had given him a ticket and he was holding 
the same in his hand but in the course of the trip the ticket fell 
down from his hand and lost thereby. The old man was going 
from Tellicherry District Court to Eranjoli bridge. From the 
" In and Out Forms" it was seen that tickets from the Court 
stop to the Eranjoli stop were issued on that day. But no 
attempt was made to find out whether any tickets from Court 
stop to Erapjoli were issued in the trip at 3.15 p . m . It is 
admitted by MW1 that it is quite possible to find out whether 
any tickets were issued from Court stop to Eranjoli stop during 
that particular trip by checking up the in and out forms . But 
MW1 did no : resort to this course. From the in and out forms . 
it is seen that tickets have been issued between these stops but 
these tickets might have issued for the earlier trips . It can as 
well be for the trip at 3.15 p . m . It is quite possible that the 
conductor Y. A. Sreedharan might have issued a ticket to the 
old man . From the in and out forms , it is seen that there has 
been issue of tickets between these stops. But this can be as 
well be for the earlier trips or for the trip at 3.15 p . m . By 
properly checking up the in and out forms it was quite easy 
to find out whether there was any issue of tickets between 
these stops in the 3.15 p . m . trip . The Checking Inspector did 
not do the same. The oral evidence of MW1 is not adequate to 
sustain a charge of misappropriation against the worker. I find 
that there is no adequate evidence to arrive at a finding of mis 
appropriation against the worker Sri Y. A. Sreedharan . The 
order of dismissal by the management is wrong and I therefore 
set aside the same. 

8. The worker Sri Y. A. Sreedharan is reinstated with 
continuity of service. Towards back wages he will be paid 
Rs. 100 for the entire period of his involuntary unemployment. 
Parties to suffer their respective costs . 

9. I pass the award on terms and conditions given above and 
the same shall become enforceable after 30 days of its publica 
tion in the GovernmentGazette,

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ORDER 
Article 471 (a ) (IV ) Travancore Service Regulations lays 
down the conditions under which free transport of a motor car 
(or a motor cycle with or without a side car ) can be allowed to 
an officer transferred in public interests. A question has been 
raised as to whether an officer entitled to the free transport of 
the conveyance can be allowed the same if the conveyance is not 
actually carried by rail. 

2. After considering the question in all its aspects Govern 
ment are pleased to issue the following orders: - 

An officer who is entitled to claim free transport by rail of 
a motor car or a motor cycle with or without a side car under 
Article 471 (a ) ( IV ) T. S. R. will be allowed to claim an allow 
ance of (12 np. per mile in the case of motor car and 6 np. per 
mile in the case ofmotor cycle in cases where the transporta 
tion of the conveyances is not actually effected by rail. For 
claiming the allowance mentioned above the actual distance 
between the two railway stations will be reckoned . 
3. These orders will have effect from 1st April 1959,

The following draft of certain rules which the Government 
of Kerala propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 96 of the Travancore-Cochin Co -operative Societies 
Act, 1951 (Act X of 1952 ) and section 65 of the Madras Co-ope 
rative Societies Act, 1932 (VI of 1932 ) is hereby published for 
the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby as 
required by sub -section ( 3 ) of section 96 and section 65 res 
pectively of the said Acts . 

Notice is given that the draft will be taken into consider 
ation on or after 27-6-1959 and that any objection or suggestion 
which may be received from any person with respect thereto 
before the date specified above will be considered by the Govern . 
ment. Objections and suggestions should be addressed to the 
Secretary to the Government of Kerala , Agriculture (Co-opera 
tion ) Department, Trivandrum . 

DRAFT RULES . 
1. Loans not exceeding Rs. 50,000 per Society will be granted 
to Co - operative Processing Societies and to Co -operative Market 
ing Societies undertaking processing activities for purposes 
such as providing working capital for processing activities, 
purchase of machinery etc. The amount of the loan will how 
ever be limited to the maximum borrowing power of the society 
as per bye-laws or 10 times the paid up share capital whichever 
is less . 

2. The societies organised or selected to work under the 
Second Five Year Plan Schemes alone will be eligible for the 
loan . Those societies which have availed of a loan for the same 
purpose from any other source will not be eligible for the loan . 

3 On receipt of the intimation of sanction , the members of 
the mana ing committee of the society shall jointly execute a 
registered bond in Form B appended to these rules on behalf of 
the society charging all the assets of the society to the extent 
of the loan and interest thereon . 

4. Every application for loan should be in form A append 
ed to these rules and should be submitted to the Registrar of 
Co -operative Societies through the local Deputy Registrar in 
charge of the Society and should be accompanied by the follow 
ing documents : 

A copy of the resolution of the Board of Directors of the 
society containing 
(a ) A request to the Registrar of Co -operative Societies 

to sanction the loan ; 
G 1899 
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(b ) The amount of the loan required ; 
( c) The purpose for which the loan is applied ; 
(d ) An undertaking that the amount will be utilised only 

for the purpose for which it is applied for ; 
(e ) An undertaking to pledge the assets of the society to 

Government to the extent of the loan and the inte . 

rest thereon and to execute an agreement therefor ; 
( f) An undertaking to repay the loan and the interest 

thereon within the stipulated period ; 
( g ) An undertaking to abide by the rules and conditions 

which may be prescribed by the Registrar of Co 

operative Societies in this behalf ; 
(h ) An undertaking that the loan amount if advanced 

will be deposited in a Co- operative Bank approved 
by the Registrar of Co - operative Societies and will 
be drawn upon only with the previous sanction of 

the Deputy Registrar . 
5. The loan shall be repayable with interest in annual equat 
ed instalments, normally not exceeding 15 years. Government 
may in special cases sanction repayment in instalments spread 
over a longer period on the recommendation of the Registrar 
of Co- operative Societies, but in no case shall the period of re 
payment exceed 20 years .

ORDER 
In GO . MS. No. 133, Revenue dated 10-2-959, Government 
issued orders prescribing the qualifications for and the mode of 
appointment of Nottaus in Treasuries. In its letter read above 
the Kerala Public Service Commission has enquired why the 
principles that the seniormost peon po- sessing the qualification 
and able to deposit the security should be promoted as Nottam , 
was not embodied in the G , O. Government consider that the 
appointment of the seniormost peon will not always be feasible . 
The retirement age for Nottams is 55 , while it is 60 f r peons. 
Therefore , the seniormost peon cannot be appointed as Nottam 
if he has already attained or is about to attain the age of 55 . 
years. Even if he is sufficiently below 55 vears, he may n t be 
willing to accept the appointment because if he is appointed as 
Nottam , hemay have to retire from service on reaching 5 years 
of age. Als , he may not find it possible to furnish the required 
security . However, there will be no objection whatever to 
appoint the seniormost person among the peons possessing the 
qualifications and able to deposit the security as Vottam if he is 
within the age of 55 years .

AWARD . 
This dispute between the parties described above was re 
ferred to this court for adjudication by Order No. 51909/ L5 /58-1 
of the Labour and Local Administration Department of the 
Government of Kerala dated 10-9-1958. The only issue referred 
to adjudication is regarding the question of bonus for the year . 
1957-58 . 

2. The Unions filed separate statement elaborating their 
respective cases. In the statement of the Chittur Taluk Beedi ) 
Workers Union it is contended that the Chedi Mark Beedi 
Factory employs about 531 workers and is a leading Beedi 
Manufacturing Company in the Palghat District It is running 
19 branches. Though the branch licences are in the names of 
strangers the branches are owned and run by the Chedi Mark 
Beedi Company. Beedies manufactured in the branches are 
taken by the Chedi Mark Beedi Factory : they put their own 
trade mark and lable ; pack them into "bundles and sell in the 
open market. There is no sale in the branches . About 4 lakhs 
of beedies are manufactured per day . The cost of production of 
1000 beedies comes to Rs. 5-5-6 ; while it is sold for Rs. 6-14-0 . 
The Union represents 200 workers distributed in 13 factories. 
The management has not paid any bonus for the year. The 
payment of bonus as deferred wages and as a method of profit 
sharing has been accepted by all Industrial establishments 
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Every worker employed in the head office and the branches 
should be paid at least Rs.40 for the season . The second Union 
Chittur Taluk Swathanthra Beedi Workers Union also filed 
statement raising identical contentions. 

3. The employer No. 1 M. S. M. Hussain Sahib , Proprietor , 
ChediMark Beedi Factory filed his reply statement on 7-10-1958 . 
Employers 2 to 13 in the order of reference namely the branch 
licensees have filed separate reply statements . The reply state 
ment of M. S. M. Hussain Sahib , Employer No, 1 can be sum 
marised as follows : 

The Chedi Mark Beedi Factory is a small concern with about 
80 workers. It is not running any branches . The employer has 
not made any profit in the year 1957-58 and as such the work 
men are not entitled to get bonus for the year. The Chedi Mark 
Beedi Factory gets beedies manufactured from employers 2 to 13 
on contractual basis and has no employer - employee relationship 
with the workers empl, yed by the contractors and has nothing 
to do with the workinen under the licensees . The employer No.1 
is concerned only with the claims of the workmen in the Chedi 
Mark Beedi Company. The contention in the Union statement 
that the cost of production of 1000 beedies is Rs. 5-5-6 and the 
same is sold at Rs. 6-14-0 are denied in the statement of employer 
No. 1. In his statement he has given a summary of the account 
of the year under reference . According to that he has sustained 
a loss of Rs. 720 in the year 1957-58 . In the circumstances it is 
maintained that the workers are not entitled to get any bonus. 
The employers 2 to 13 are licensees engaged in the manufacture 
of beedies and the contentions raised by them in their reply 
statements can be summarised as follows : 

The workmen engaged by the licensees are paid at the rate of 
Rs. 2-2-0 for rolling 1000 beedies. This wage rate is fixed by 
agreement with the workmen . The beedies so rolled are given 
to employer No. 1 who is a dealer in beedies. The licensees are 
not earning any profit by running the licence business. The 
licensees 2 to 13 have adopted as correct the profit and loss 
account of the business given by the employer No. 1 in his state 
ment. The licensees have not earned any profit so as to be liable 
to pay any bonus to the workers. The Unions filed separate 
rejoinders refuting the contentions of the employers. 

4. The matter came up for evidence in the camp court at 
Palghat on 19-3-1959. The Chittur Taluk Beedi Workers Union , 
Koduvayoor examined on that date three witnesses and the 
enquiry was postponed to 8-5-1959 at Palghat for management 
evidence and argunient. On 8-5-1959 the matter involved in the 
order of reference was discussed in court in the presence of 
parties and their representatives. As a result of the talk and 
discussions held in court it was possible to compromise the 
dispute. In the discussions the employers were represented by 
the Advocate Shri T. Janardhanan Nair, Palghat and the Chittur 
Taluk Beedi Workers Union , Koduvayoor was represented by 
Advocate Shri P. G.Menon . A few workers of the Chittur Taluk 
Swathantbra BeediWorkers Union were also present in court 


The employers 1 to 13 agreed to pay Rs. 10 to each of the 
workers employed under them . All the workers whose names 
are seen in themuster roll in the year under reference and has 
worked for a minimum period of three months, are entitled to 
get the bonus. The deed of settlement between the employers 1 
to 13 and the Secretary , Chittur Taluk Beedi Workers Union is 
given below as Annexure A . The deed of settlement between 
the employers 1 to 13 and the Secretary , Chittur Taluk Swathan 
thra Beedi Workers Union is given below as Annexure B . 
Both deeds contain identical terms ; and represent the different 
Unions.

THE HIGH COURT OF KERALA 

NOTIFICATION 
No. B1-331258 . 

Dated , Ernakulam , 7th April 1959. 
In exercise of the powers vested in it under Section 122 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, (Act V of 1908 ) the HIGH COURT 
OF KERALA , after previous publication and with the previous 
approval of the State Government, makes the following amend 
ments to the First Schedule of the said Code in place of the 
amendments now in force, for regulating its own procedure 
and the procedure of all Civil Courts subject to its superin 
tendence 

In the First Schedule to the principal Act, ( Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908 ) : 

1. In Order II , after rule 7, the following rule shall be in 
serted , namely : 

“ 8. Plaint to be amended .- ( 1 ) Where an objection duly taken 
has been allowed by the court , the plaintiff shall be permitted 
to select the cause of action with which he will proceed , and 
shall, within a time to be fixed by the court, amend the plaint 
suitably. 

( 2 ) When the plaintiff has selected the cause of action 
with which he will proceed , the court shall pass an order giving 
him time within which to submit the amended plaint for the 
remaining cause of action and for making up the court fees 
that may be necessary. Should the plaintiff not comply with 
the court s order , the court shall proceed as provided in rule 
18 of Order VI and as required by the provisions of the Court 
Fees Act" . 
2. In Order III , in rule 4 

(i ) in sub -rule ( 2 ) , after the words " Every such 
appointment” . the words " when accepted by the pleader in 
writing" shall be inserted ;

party ) he may , by leave of the Court, issue a notice (herein 
after called a third party notice ) to that effect, sealed with the 
seal of the Court. The notice shall State the nature and 
grounds of the claim . Such notice shall be filed into Court 
with a copy of the plaint and shall be served on the third party 
according to the rules relating to the service of summons. 

2. Effect of notice . The third party shall, as from the time 
of the service upon him of the notice, be deemed to be a party 
to the action with the same rights in respect of his defence 
against any claim made against him and otherwise as if he had 
been duly sued in the ordinary way by the defendant. 

3. Default of third party . - If the third party desires to dis 
pate the plaintiff s claim in the suit as against the defendant 
on whose behalf the notice has been given , or his own liability 
to the defendant the third party may enter appearance in the 
suit on or before the date fixed for his appearance in the uotice. 
If he does not enter appearance he shall be deemed to admit the 
validity of the decree that may be obtained against such 
defendant, whether by consent or otherwise, and his own

liability to contribute or indemnify as the case may be, to the 
extent claimed in the third party notice : 

Provided always that a person so served and failing to 
appear may apply to the Court for leave to appear, and such 
leave may be given upon such terms if any, as the Court shall 
think fit . 

4. Procedure on default. - Where the third party does not 
enter appearance in the suit and the suit is decreed by consent 
or otherwise in favour of the plaintiff, the court may pass such 
decree as the nature of the case may require, against the third 
party and in favour of the defendant on whose behalf notice 
was issued : 

Provided that execution thereof shall not be issued with 
out leave of the court until after satisfaction by such defendant 
of the decree against him . 

5. Third party directions. - If the third party enters ap 
pearance , the defendant on whose behalf notice was issued may 
apply to the Court for directions; and the Court may, if satis 
fied that there is a question to be tried as to the liability of 
the third party to make the contribution or pay the indemnity 
claimed , in whole or in part, order the question of such liability, 
as between the third party and the defendant giving the notice, 
to be tried in such manner, at or after the trial of the suit, 
as the court may direct ; and, if not so satisfied, may pass such 
decree or order as the nature of the case may require . 

6. Leave to defend .- The Court may, upon the hearing of 
the application mentioned in rule 5 , give the third party liberty 
to defend the suit upon such terms as may be just , or to appear 
at the trial and make such part therein as may be just, and 
generally may order such proceedings to be taken , documents 
to be delivered or amendments be made and give such direc 
tions as appear proper for the most convenient determination 
of the question or questions in issue, and as to the mode and 
extent in or to which the third party shall be bound or made 
liable by the decree in the suit. 

7. Costs.-- The Court may decide all questions of costs , as 
between the third party and the other parties to the suit, and 
may order any one or more to pay the cost of any other, or. 
others, or give such directions as to costs as the justice of the 
case may require . 

8. Questions between co -defendants. Where a defendant 
claims to be entitled to contribution from or indemnity against 
any other defendant to the suit, a noice may be issued and the 
same procedure shall be adopted for the determination of such 
questions between the defendants as would be issued and taken , 
if such last mentioned defendant were third party ; but nothing 
herein contained shall prejudice the rights of the plaintiff 
against any defendant in the suit. 

9. Further parties . - Where any person served with a third 
party notice by a defendant under these rules claims to be enti 
tled to contribution from or indemnity against any person not 
already a party to the suit, he may, by leave of the Court, issue 
a third party notice to that effect, and the preceding rules as 
to the third party procedure shall apply mutatis mutandis to 
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every notice go issued and the expressions " third party notice " 
and " third party " in these rules shall apply to and include 
every notice so issued and every person served with such notice 
respectively " . 
8. In Order IX 
( a ) in rule 5 

(i) for the existing marginal note the following shall 
be substituted , namely : 
" Dismissal of suit where plaintiff fails to apply for steps" . 

( ii ) in sub-rule ( 1 ) for the words " three months from 
the date of the return made to the court by the officer ordi 
narily certifying to the court returns made by the serving 
officers " the words " one month from the next hearing of the 
suit or from the notice regarding the non - service of summons 
given by the Court to the plaintiff or his counsel" shall be 
substituted. 

(b ) in rule 9 after sub-rule (2 ) the following sub-rule 
shall be inserted, namely : 

" ( 3 ) The provisions of section 5 of the Indian Limitation 
Act, 1908 , shall apply to applications made under this rule" . 

( c) for rule 13 the following rule shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" 13. Setting aside decree ex - parte against defendant.-- ( 1) 
In any case in which a decree is passed exparte against a defen 
dant, he may apply to the Court by which the decree was 
passed for an order to set it aside; and if he satisfies the Court 
that the summons was not duly served , or that he was prevented 
by any sufficient cause from appearing when the suit was called 
on for hearing, the Court shallmake an order setting aside the 
decree as against him upon such terms as to costs, payment 
into Court or otherwise as it thinks fit , and shall appoint a 
day for proceeding with the suit : 

- Provided that where the decree is of such a nature that 
it cannot be set aside as against such defendant only it may 
be set aside as against all or any of the other defendants also 
after notice to them : 

Provided further that no Court shall set aside a decree 
passed ex - parte merely on the ground that there has been an 
irregularity in the service of summons, if it is satisfied that 
the defendant had notice of the date of hearing in sufficient 
time to appear and answer the plaintiff s claim . 

( 2 ) The provisions of section 5 of the Indian Limitation 
Act, 1908 , shall apply to applications under sub -rule 1" .

“ ( 2 ) The Court may also of its own motion make such 
order or give such judgment as it may consider just, having 
due regard to the admissions made by the parties. 
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( 3 ) Whenever an order or judgment is pronounced under 
the provisions of this rule a decree may be drawn up in accor 
dance with such order or judgment and bearing the same date 
as the day on which the order or judgment was pronounced ." 
10. In Order XIII 

( a ) to sub -rule (2 ) in rule 7 the following proviso shall 
be added , namely :

If the copy is not so provided within 
the time fixed by the court the original document shall be 
returned to the applicant without further delay."

(1) in rule 38 , for the full-stop at the end of the rule 
a comma shall be substituted and the words " or unless satisfac 
tion of the decree be endorsed by the decree holder on the war 
rant in the manner provided in rule 25 (2 ) above " shall be 
added . 

(m ) in rule 39 for sub- rules (4 ) and (5 ) the following 
sub-rules shall be substituted , namely : 

" ( 4 ) Such sum (if any ) as the Judge thinks sufficient 
for the subsistence and cost of conveyance of the judgment 
debtor for his journey from the Court -house to the civil prison

(5 ) Sums disbursed under the rule by the decree-holder 
for the subsistence and cost of conveyance (if any) of the 
judgment-debtor shall be deemed to be costs in the suit:” 

( n ) in rule 40 after sub -rule (5 ) , the following sub -rules 
shall be inserted , namely : 

" (6 ) During the temporary absence of the Judge who 
issued the warrant under rule 37 or 38 the warrant of com 
mittal may be signed by another Judge of the same court or 
by any Judicial Officer superior in rank who has jurisdiction 
over the same locality or whether the arrest is made on a war 
rant issued by the District Judge , the warrant of committalmay 
be signed by any Subordinate Judge or Munsiff empowered in 
writing by the District Judge in this behalf , and the Judge 
signing the warrant of committal to the above cases shall also 
have the same powers as the Judge who issued the warrant in 
respect of passing such orders as may be appropriate under 
sub -rules ( i), (3 ) and (5 ) of this rule. 

( 7 ) No judgment- debtor shall be committed to the civil 
prison or brought before the court from the custody to which 
he has been committed pending the consideration of any of 
the matters mentioned in sub - rule ( 1 ) unless and until the 
decree - holder pays into court such sum as the Judge may think 
sufficient to meet the travelling and subsistence expenses of 
the judgment-debtor and the escort . 

Sub -rule (5 ) of rule 39 shall apply to such payments."

ing officer shall keep the property in his own custody or in 
the custody of one of his subordinates, and shall be responsible 
for the due custody thereof : 

Provided that, when the property seized is subject to 
speedy and natural decay, or when the expense of keeping it 
in custody is likely to exceed its value, the attaching Officer 
may sell it at once, and 

Provided also that, when the property attached consists 
of live-stock , agricultural implements or other articles which 
cannot conveniently be removed and the attaching officer does 
not act under the first proviso to this rule , he may at the 
instance of the judgment-debtor or of the decree -holder or of 
any person claiming to be interested in such property leave 
it in the village or place where it has been attached 

( a ) in the charge of the person at whose instance the 
property is retained in such village or place, if such nerson 
enters into a bond in Form No. 15 - A of Appendix E to this 
Schedule with one or more sufficient sureties for its production 
when called for ; or 
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(b ) in the charge of an officer of the Court, if a suitable 
place for its safe custody be provided and the remuneration 
of the officer for a period of 15 days at such rate as may from 
time to time be fixed by the High Court be paid in advance. 

( 2 ) Whenever an attachment made under the provisions of 
this rule ceases for any of the reasons specified in rule 55 or rule 
57 or rule 60 of this Order , the Court may order the restitution 
of the attached property to the person in whose possession it 
was before attachment. 

( 3 ) When attached property is kept in the village or place 
where it is attached . - Whenever attached property is kept in 
the village or place where it is attached, the attaching officer 
shall forthwith report the fact to the Court and shall with his 
report forward a list of the properties seized . 

(4 ) Procedure when attached property is neither sold nor 
kept in the village or place where it is attached .-- If attached 
property is not sold under the first proviso to rule 43 or retain 
ed in the village or place where it is attached under the second 
proviso to that rule, it shall be brought to the Court-house and 
delivered to the proper officer of the Court. 

(5 ) Where attached property kept in the village etc., is 
live -stock . - Whenever attached property kept in the village or 
place where it is attached is live-stock , the person at whose 
instance it is so retained shall provide for its maintenance , 
and , if he fails to do so and if it is in charge of an Officer of 
the Court, it shall be removed to the Court-house. 

Nothing in this rule shall prevent the judgment- debtor or 
any person claiming to be interested in such live -stock from 
making such arrangements for feeding the same as may not 
be inconsistent with its safe custody. 

(6 ) Direction for sums expended by attaching officer. - The 
Court may direct that any sums which have been expended by 
the attaching officer or are payable to him , if not duly deposited 
or paid , be recovered from the proceeds of property , if sold , 
or be paid by the person declared entitled to delivery before he 
rceives the same. The Court may also order that any sums 
deposited or paid under these rules be recovered as costs of the 
attachment from any party to the proceedings." . 

( p ) in rule 45 for the full stop at the end of sub-rule 
( i) a semi- colon shall be substituted and the words and the 
applicant shall deposit in Court within a date to be fixed by 
Court, such sum as the court may deem sufficient to defray the 
cost of watching and tending the crop till such time" shall be 
added. 

( g ) after rule 46 , the following rules shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" 46 - A . Procedure when debt or any movable property not 
in the possession of the judgment-debtor.— The Court may in 
the case of any debt due to the judgment -debtor (other than 
debt secured by a mortgage or a charge or by negotiable instru 
ment), or any movable property in which he has an interest, but 
in his possession, which has been attached under rule 46 of 
this order, upon the application of the attaching creditor issue 
notice to any person liable to pay such debt or deliver on 
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account for such movable property ( such person to be herein 
after called the " garnishee " ) , calling upon him either to pay 
or deliver into court the debt due from or the property deliver 
able by him to such judgment-debtor , or so much thereof as may 
be sufficient to satisfy the decree and costs of execution , or to 
appear and show cause why he should not do so . 

Such appli 
cation shall be supported by an affidavit verifying the fact 
alleging and stating that in the belief of the deponent the 
garnishee is indebted to the judgment-debtor ; 

Provided that if the debt or property in respect of which 
the application aforesaid is made is of value beyond the pecu 
niary jurisdiction of the court the execution case shall be sent 
to the District Court to which the said court is subordinate 
and thereupon the District Court shall deal with it in the same 
manner as if the case had been originally instituted in that 
Court . 

46B . Procedure when garnishee does not forthwith pay the 
amount. - Where the garnishee does not forthwith or within 
such time as the court may allow , pay or deliver into court 
the amount due from him or the property deliverable by him 
to the judgment- debtor or so much thereof as is sufficient to 
satisfy the decree and the costs of execution , or does not ap 
pear and show cause in answer to the notice, the Court may 
order the garnishee to comply with the terms of such notice , 
and on such order being made, execution may issue as thouga 
such order were a decree against him . 

46C . Procedure where garnishee disputes his liability. 
Where the garnishee disputes his liability, the court may order 
that any issue or question necessary for the determination of 
the liability shall be tried as if it were an issue in a suit and 
upon determination of such issue shall make such order as may 
seem just : 

Provided that where the garnishee admits his liability but 
disputes its extent and the decree -holder does not seek to re 
cover from the garnishee any sum in excess of what he admits 
is due from him the court shall not be bound to decide the dis 
pute and may direct the garnishee to pay such sum or so much 
thereof as is sufficient to satisfy the decree and the costs of the 
execution proceedings. 

46D . Procedure when debt or property belongs to a third 
person . — Where in any proceeding under these rules it is alleged 
or appears to the court to be probable that the debt or property 
attached or sought to be attached belongs to some third person 
or that any third person has a lien or charge upon or an inte 
rest in it, the Court may order such third person to appear 
and state the nature and particulars of his claim , if any, to 
such debt or property and prove the same. 

46E . Order to be made on hearing such person. After 
hearing such third person and any other person who may sub 
sequently be ordered to appear, or in the case of such third or 
other person not appearing when ordered , the Court may pass 
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such order as is hereinbefore provided , or make such other 
order as it thinks fit, upon such terms, in all cases with respect 
to the lien , charge or interest, if any, of such third or other 
persons as may seem fit and proper . 

46F . Payment of delivery under order to be a valid dis 
charge . - Payment or delivery made by the garnishee on a 
notice under rule 46 - A or under any such order as aforesaid 
shall be a valid discharge to him as against the judgment 
debtor, and any other person ordered to appear as aforesaid , 
for the amount paid , delivered or realised although such order 
or the judgment may be set aside or reversed . 

46G . Procedure re : debt owing from a firm . - Debts owing 
from a firm carrying on business within the jurisdiction of the 
Court may be proceeded against under rule 46 - A to 46 -E of 
this Order , although one or more members of such firm may be 
resident outside the jurisdiction : 

Provided that any person having the control or manage 
ment of the partnership business or any member of the firm 
within the jurisdiction is served with the garnishee notice, an 
appearance by any member pursuant to such notice shall be 
sufficient appearance by the firm . 

46H . Costs to be in the discretion of the Court. — The cost 
of any application made under rule 46 -A and of any proceeding 
arising therefrom or incidental thereto or any order made 
thereon shall be in the discretion of the Court. 

46 - I. Orders appealable . - An order made under rules 46B , 
46C , or 46E , shall have the same force as a decree and shall be 
appealable as such ." 

( r ) in rule 53, in clause ( b ) ( ii ) to sub -rule ( 1 ) after 
the words " his judgment -debtor" the words " if he has obtained 
the consent in writing of the decree-holder or the permission 
of the attaching Court " shall be inserted and after clause (b ) 
the following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( c ) If the decree sought to be attached has been 
sent for execution to another Court, the Court which passed the 
decree shall send a copy of the said notice to the former Court, 
and thereupon the provisions of clause (b ) shall apply in the 
same manner as if the former Court had passed the decree 
and the said notice had been sent to it by the court which 
issued it. " 

( s ) in rule 54 

( i) for sub -rule ( 2 ) , the following sub -rule shall be 
substituted , namely : 

“ ( 2 ) The order shall be proclaimed at some place on or 
adjacent to such property by beat of drum or other customary 
mode and a copy of the order shall be affixed on a conspicuous 
part of the property and thereupon a conspicuous part of the 
Court -house and also in the village office or in case there is no 
such office, in the Taluk office of the place in which the land 
is situate and where the property is situated within the limits 
of a Municipality or Panchayat in the office of the Municipality 
or Panchayat within the limits of which the property is 
situate ." 
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(ii) after sub-rule ( 2 ) the following sub -rule shall 
be inserted, namely :

( v ) in rule 67 

(i) for the marginal note the following shall be substi 
tuted : 

" Mode of publishing the proclamation of sale " and the 
words "made and " in sub -rule ( 1 ) shall be omitted .

ACRES OF THE KAKKAD VALLEY FOOD PRO 
DUCTION AREA IN THE VADASSERIKKARA 
VILLAGE , PATHANAMTHITTA TALUK 

QUILON DISTRICT 
(Draft Scheme prepared in accordance with Section 
4 ( i) of the Travancore -Cochin Land Develop 

ment Act No. XXXVI of 1950) . 
This Scheme forms part of the Soil conservation activities 
included in the Second Five Year Plan of the State, and partially 
financed by Government of India . 

OBJECTS 
1 . Prevention and control of Soil erosion in nearly 293 acres 
of the cultivated hilly areas. 

2. Providing a partial solution to the unemployment pro 
blem in the District. 

BOUNDARIES AND EXTENT OF AREA 
The site proposed is located within the Kakkad Valley 
.food production areas in the Vadasserikkara Village of 
Pathanamthitta Taluk, Quilon District . The eastern and 
southern sides of the proposed watershed slopes to the Kakkad 
river , while the western and northern sides are bound by reserve 
forests. The total area included in the Scheme is 293.42 acres 
which are under seasonal cultivation of agricultural crops. 
PERSONS AFFECTED BY THE SCHEME, NATURE OF WORKS ETC. 

A detailed statement showing the list of persons in posses 
sion of lands included in the Scheme, nature of works pro 
posed for each area and the estimate of costs is appended . 
Contour terraces at ten feet drops with jungle stone packing 
are proposed . Diversion waterways and gully control struc 
tures will be provided wherever found necessary . 

The works are proposed to be executed by Government 
with the co -operation of the concerned land owners. 

FINANCE 
The total cost for the working of the Scheme calculated 
at the scheduled rate estimates to Rs. 58,600 . But the actual 

expenditure to be expended from the Plan budget has been 
a limited to a maximum of Rs. 35,200 only , the rest if found 
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essential to be contributed as labour by the land owners them 
selves in their respective areas. Seventy - five per cent of the 
actual expenditure incurred by Government for the works will 
be treated as loans to the land owners repayable with four 
and a half per cent interest in fifteen equated annual instal 
ments , commencing from the end of the first year after com 
pletion of the works. The remaining twenty five per cent of the 
actual expenditure will be shared equally as subsidy by the 
Centre and the State Governments.

An 


Act 


to consolidate and amend the law relating to Stamps 

in the State of Kerala 
WHEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law 
relating to stamps in the State of Kerala ; 

BE it enacted in the Tenth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


CHAPTERI 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Act 
may be called the Kerala Stamp Act, 1959 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

( a ) " bond " includes 

(i) any instrument whereby a person obliges himself to 
pay money to another, on condition that the obligation shall be 
void if a specified act is performed , or is not performed as the 
case may be ; 

(ii) any instrument attested by a witness and not payable 
to order or bearer, whereby a person obliges himself to pay 
money to another ; and 

(iii ) any instrument so attested, whereby a person obliges 
himself to deliver grain or other agricultural produce to another ; 

(b ) " chargeable" means , as applied to an instrument exex 
cuted or first executed after the commencement of this Act, 
chargeable under this Act, and as applied to any other instru 
ment chargeable under the law in force in the territories of the 
State of Kerala when such instrument was executed , or, where 
several persons executed the instrument at different times, first 
executed ;

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(c) " Collector" means the Chief Officer in charge of the 
Revenue Administration of a district ; and includes any other 
officer whom the Government may , by notification in the Gazette , 
appoint in this behalf ; . 

( d ) " conveyance " includes a conveyance on sale and every 
instrument by which property, whether movable, or immovable 
is transferred intervivos and which is not otherwise specifi 
cally provided for by the Schedule ; 

(e) " duly stamped ” as applied to an instrument means that 
the instrument bear s an adhesive or impressed stamp of not 
less than the proper amount and that such stamp has been 
affixed or used in accordance with the law for the time being in 
force in the territories of the State of Kerala ; 

(f) " executed " and " execution " used with reference to 
instruments , mean " signed " and " signature" ; 

(g ) " Government security " means a Government security 
as defined in the Public Debt Act, 1944 ( Central Act 18 of 1944) ; 

(h ) " impressed stamp" includes 

(i) labels affixed and impressed by the proper officer ; and 
(ii ) stamps embossed or engraved on stamped paper ; 

(i) " India " means the territory of India excluding the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir ; 

(j) " instrument includes every document by which any 
right or liability is, or purports to be , created , transferred , 
limited , extended , extinguished or recorded but does not in 
clude a bill of exchange , promissory note , bill of lading, letter 
of credit , policy of insurance , transfer of share, debenture, proxy 
and receipt ; 

(k ) " instrument of partition " means any instrument where 
by co - owners of any property divide or agree to divide such 
property in severality , and includes also a final order for effect 
ing a partition passed by any Revenue Authority or any Civil 
Court and an award by an arbitrator directing a partition ; 

(1) " lease " means a lease of immovable property , and 
includes also 

( i) Marayapattom ; 
(ii) Kanapattom ; 

(iii) an agreement or other undertaking in writing not 
being a counterpart of a lease , to cultivate, occupy, or pay or 
deliver rent for immovable property ; 
1. (iv ) an agreement or other undertaking in writing, exe 
cuted by the renters of abkari and opium farms; 

(v ) any instrument by which tolls of any description are let; 

(vi) any, writing on an application for a lease intended to 
signify that the application is granted ; and 

(vii) a patta,

(m ) " marketable security ” means a security of such 
description as to be capable of being sold in any stock market 
in India ; 

(n ) " mortgage deed ” includes every instrument whereby, 
for the purpose of securing money advanced , or to be advanced, 
by way of loan , or an existing or future debt, or the performance 
of an engagement, one person transfers , or creates, to or in 
favour of another , a right over or in respect of specified pro 
perty ; 

(o ) " paper" includes vellum , parchment or any other 
material on which an instrumentmay be written ; 

(p ) " power- of-attorney ” includes any instrument (not 
chargeable with a fee under the law relating to Court fees for 
the time being in force ) empowering a specified person to act 
for and in the name of the person executing it; 

( q ) " settlement" means any non -testamentary disposition 
in writing , of movable or immovable property made 

(i) in consideration of marriage, 

( ii ) for the purpose of distributing property of the settler 
among his family or those for whon he desires to provide , or for 
the purpose of providing for some person dependent on him , or 

(iii) for any religious or charitable purpose; 
and includes an agreement in writing to make such a disposition , 
(and where any such disposition has not been made in writing, 
any instrument recording whether by way of declaration , of 
trust or otherwise, the terms of any such disposition ) ; 

(r) " vessel” means anything made for the conveyance , 
by water, of human beings or property . 


CHAPTER II 


STAMP DUTIES. 


A. Of the Liability of Instruments to Duty. 


3. Instruments chargeable with duty . - Subject to the provi 
sions of this Act and the exemptions contained in the Schedule , 
the following instruments shall be chargeable with duty of the 
amount indicated in that Schedule as the proper duty therefor , 
respectively , that is to say 

(a ) every instrument mentioned in the Schedule which , 
not having been previously executed by any person , is executed 
in the territories of the State of Kerala on or after the com 
mencement of this Act; and 

(b ) every instrument inentioned in that Schedule which , 
not baving been previously executed by any person , is executed 
out of the State of Kerala on or after that day , relates to any 


property situate , or to any matter or thing done or to be done , 
in the territories of the State of Kerala and is received in the 
territories of the State ofKerala : 

Provided that no duty shall be chargeable in respect of 

( 1 ) any instrument, executed by , or on behalf of, or in 
favour of the Central Government or this or any other State 
Government, in cases where, but for this exemption, the 
Central Government or the State Government, would be liable 
to pay the duty chargeable in respect of such instrument; 

(2 ) any instrument for sale , transfer or other disposition 
either absolutely or by way of mortgage or otherwise of any ship 
or vessel or any part, interest, share or property of or in any 
ship or vessel. 

4. Several instruments used in single transaction of sale , 
mortgage or settlement.- ( 1) Where , in the case of any sale , 
mortgage or settlement, several instruments are employed for 
completing the transaction , the principal instrument only shall 
be chargeable with the duty prescribed in the Schedule for the 
conveyance . mortgage, or settlement, and each of the other 
instruments shall be chargeable with a duty of two rupees instead 
of the duty , if any , prescribed for it in the Schedule . 

( 2) The parties may determine for themselves which of the 
instruments so employed shall , for the purpose of sub -section (1 ) , 
be deemed to be the principal instrument : 

Provided that the duty chargeable on the instrument so 
determined shall be the highest duty which would be chargeable 
in respect of any of the said instruments employed . 

5. Instruments relating to several distinct matters. - Any 
instrument comprising or relating to several distinct matters 
shall be chargeable with the aggregate amount of the duties with 
which separate instruments , each comprising or relating to one 
of such matters, would be chargeable under this Act. 

6. Instruments coming within several descriptions in 
Schedule. - Subject to the provisions of the last preceding sec 
tion , an instrument so framed as to come within two or more of 
the descriptions in the Schedule shall, where the duties charge 
able thereunder are different, be chargeable only with the high 
est of such duties : 

Provided that nothing contained in this Act shall render 
chargeable with duty exceeding two rupees a counter -part or 
duplicate of any instrument chargeable with duty and in respect 
of which the proper duty has been paid . 

7. Payment of higher duty in respect of certain instruments .- 
(1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 4 or 6 or in 
any other enactment, unless it is proved that the duty charge 
able under this Act has been paid 

(a ) on the principal or original instrument, as the case may 
be, or 
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(b ) in accordance with the provisions of this section , 
the duty chargeable on an instrument of sale , mortgage or settle 
ment, other than a principal instrument or on a counterpart, 
duplicate or copy of any instrument, shall , if the principal or 
original instrument would , when received in the State, have 
been chargeable under this Act with a higher rate of duty , be 
the duty with which the principal or original instrument would 
have been chargeable under section 19. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any enact 
ment for the time being in force , no instrument, counterpart, 
duplicate or copy chargeable with duty under this section shall 
be received in evidence unless the duty chargeable under this 
section has been paid thereon : 

Provided that any Court hefore which any such instrument, 
duplicate or copy is produced may permit the duty chargeable 
under this section to be paid thereon and may then receive it in 
evidence. 

8. Bonds or other securities issued on loans.- ( 1 ) Notwith 
standing anything contained in this Act, any local authority 
raising a loan under the provisions of any law for the time being 
in force, by the issue of bonds or other securities other than 
debentures, shall, in respect of such loan, be chargeable with a 
duty of one per centum on the total amount of the bonds, or 
other securities issued by it , and such bonds or other securities 
need not be stamped and shall not be chargeable with any further 
duty on renewal, consolidation , sub - division or otherwise. 

(2 ) The provisions of sub section ( 1) exempting certain 
bonds, or other securities from being stamped and from being 
chargeable with certain further duty shall apply to the bonds 
or other securities other than debentures of all outstanding loans 
of the kind mentioned therein , and all such bonds or other 
securities shall be valid , whether the same are stamped or not. 

( 3) - In the case of wilful neglect to pay the duty required 
by this section , the local authority shall be liable to forfeit to 
the Government a sum equal to ten per centum upon amount 
of duty payable, and a like penalty for every month after the 
first month during which the neglect continues . 


9. Power to reduce , remit or compound duties.- ( 1) The 
Government may, by order published in the Gazette , 

(a ) reduce or remit, whether prospectively , or retrospectively , 
in the whole or any part of the State of Kerala , if in the opinion 
of the Government it is necessary in public interest so to do, the 
duties with which any particular class of instruments, or any 
of the instruments belonging to such class , or any instruments 
when executed by or in favour of any particular class of persons, 
or by or in favour of any members of such class, are chargeable ; 
and

(b ) provide for the composition or consolidation of duties in 
the case of issues by any incorporated company or other body 
corporate of bonds or other marketable securities other than 
debentures. 

(2) Every rule or order published under clause (a ) of sub 
section (1 ), shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is published , 
before the Legislative Assembly . 

B. Of Stamps and the mode of using them . 
10. Duties how to be paid .- (1 ) Except as otherwise expressly 
provided in this Act, all duties with which any instruments are 
chargeable shall be paid , and such payment shall be indicated on 
such instruments, by means of stamps 

(a ) according to the provisions herein contained; or 

(b ) when no such provision is applicable thereto , as the 
Governmentmay by rules direct . 

(2 ) The rules made under sub- section ( 1) may, among other 
matters , regulate, 

(a ) in the case of each kind of instrument - the description 
of stamps which may be used ; 

(b ) in the case of instruments stamped with impressed 
stamps - the number of stamps which may be used . 

11 . Use of adhesive stamps . - The following instruments may 
be stamped with adhesive stamps, namely : 

( a) instruments chargeable with the duty of twelve naye 
paise and less; 

(b ) entry as an advocate on the roll of the High Court ; 
( c) notarial acts ; 

( d ) instruments as the Government may , by notification in 
the Gazette , specify . 

12. Cancellation of adhesive stamps .- ( 1) ( a ) Whoever affixes 
any adhesive stamp to any instrument chargeable with duty 
which has been executed by any person shall, when affixing such 
slamp, cancel the same.so that it cannot be used again ; and 

(b ) Whoever executes any instrument on any paper bearing 
an adhesive stamp shall, at the time of execution unless such 
stamp has been already cancelled in manner aforesaid , cancel the 
same so that it cannot be used again . 

( 2) Any instrument bearing an adhesive stamp which has 
not been cancelled so that it cannot be used again shall , so far as 
such stamp is concerned, be deemed to be unstamped . 

( 3) The person required by sub -section ( 1) to cancel an 
adhesive stamp may cancel it by writing on or across the stamp 
his name or initials or the name or initials of his firm with the 
true date of his so writing or in any other effectual manner . 
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13. Instruments stamped with impressed stamps how to be 
written . - Every instrument written upon paper stamped with 
an impressed stamp shall be written in such manner that the 
stamp may appear on the face of the instrument and cannot be 
used for or applied to any other instrument. 

14. Only one instrument to be on same stamp. - No second 
instrument chargeable with duty shall be written upon a piece 
of stamped paper upon which an instrument chargeable with 
duty has already been written : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall prevent any 
endorsement which is duly stamped or is not chargeable with 
duty being made upon any instrument for the purpose of trans 
ferring any right created or evidenced thereby , or of acknowledg 
ing the receipt of any money or goods the payment or delivery 
of which is secured thereby . 

15. Instruments written contrary to section 13 or 14 deemed 
unstamped.- Every instrument written in contravention of 
section 13 or section 14 shall be deemed to be unstamped . 

16. Denoting duty . - Where the duty with which an instru 
ment is chargeable , or its exemption from duty, depends in any 
manner upon the duty actually paid in respect of another instru 
ment, the payment of such last mentioned duty shall, if appli 
cation is made in writing to the Collector or the Registering 
Officer for that purpose , and on production of both the instru 
ments, be denoted upon such first mentioned instrument, by 
endorsement under the hand of the Collector or the Registering 
Officer or in such other manner as the Governmentmay by rules 
prescribe . 

C. Of the time of Stamping Instruments . 
17. Instruments executed in the State of Kerala . - All instru 
ments chargeable with duty, and executed by any person in the 
State of Kerala shall be stamped before or at the time of ex 
ecution . 

... 
18." Instruments executed out of India . (1) Every instru 
ment chargeable with duty executed only out of India may be 
stamped within three months after it has been first received in 
the State of Kerala . 

(2 ) Where any such instrument cannot, with reference to 
the description of stamp prescribed therefor, be duly stamped 
by a private person , it may be taken within the said period of 
three months to the Collector who shall stamp the same, in such 
manner as the Government may by rules prescribe, with a stamp 
of such value as the person so taking such instrument may 
require and pay for . 

19. Payment of duty on certain instruments liable to increased 
duty in the State of Kerala . - Where any instrument of the 
nature described in any article in the Schedule and relating to 
any property situate or to any matter or thing done or to be 
done in the State of Kerala is executed out of the said State and 
subsequently received in the said State 
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(a ) the amount of duty chargeable on such instrument shall 
be the amount of duty chargeable under the Schedule on a docu 
ment of the like description executed in the State of Kerala 
less the amount of duty, if any , already paid on such instrument 
in any other State in India, 

(b ) and in addition to the stamps, if any, already affixed 
thereto, such instrument shall be stamped with the stamps 
necessary for the payment of the duty chargeable on it under 
clause (a ) of this section , in the samemanner and at the same 
time and by the same persons as though such instrument were 
an instrument received in the State of Kerala for the first time 
at the time when it became chargeable with the higher duty , and 

(c ) the provisions contained in clause (b ) of the proviso to 
sub -section ( 3 ) of section 32 shall apply to such instrument as if 
such were an instrument executed or first executed out of India 
and first received in the State of Kerala when it became charge 
able to the higher duty aforesaid , but the provision contained 
in clause (a ) of the said proviso shall not apply thereto . 

D. Of Valuation for duty. 
20. Conversion of amount expressed in foreign currencies. 
( 1) Where an instrument is chargeable with ad valorem duty in 
respect of any money expressed in any currency other than that 
of India , such duty shall be calculated on the value of such 
money in the currency of India according to the current rate of 
exchange on the day of the date of the instrument. 

(2 ) The rate of exchange prescribed by the CentralGovern 
ment under sub- section (2 ) of section 20 of the Indian Stamp 
Act, 1889 (Central Act II of 1889) shall be deemed to be the 
current rate of exchange for the conversion of any foreign 
currency for the purposes of calculating the duty under sub 
section ( 1 ) . 

21. Stock and marketable securitieshow to be valued . — Where 
an instrument is chargeable with ad valorem duty in respect of 
any stock or of any marketable or other security , such duty shall 
be calculated on the value of such stock or security according to 
the average price or the value thereof on the day of the date of 
the instrument. 

22. Effect of statement of rate of exchange or average price .- 
Where an instrument contains a statement of current rate of 
exchange, or average price, as the case may require, and is 
stamped in accordance with such statement, it shall, so far as 
regards the subjectmatter of such statement, be presured , until 
the contrary is proved , to be duly stamped . 

23. Instrument reserving interest. - Where interest is ex 
pressly made payable by the terms of an instrument, such instru 
ment shall not be chargeable with duty higher than ihat with 
which it would have been chargeable had no mention of interest 
been made therein , 
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24. Certain instruments connected with mortgages of market 
able securities to be chargeable as agreements.- ( 1) Where an 
Instrument 

(a ) is given upon the occasion of the deposit of any market. 
able security by way of security for money advanced or to be 
advanced by way of loan , or for an existing or future debt; or 

(b ) makes redeemable or qualifies a duly stamped transfer, 
intended as a security , of any marketable security , 

it shall be chargeable with duty as if it were an agreement 
ormemorandum of an agreement chargeable with duty under 
Article 5 of the Schedule . 

( 2) A release or discharge of any such instrument shall be 
chargeable with the like duty . 

25. How transfer in consideration of debt, or subject to future 
payment etc., to be charged . - Where any property is transferred 
to any person in consideration , wholly or in part, of any debt due 
to him or subject either certainly or contingently to the payment 
or transfer of any money or stock , whether being or constituting 
a charge or incumbrance upon the property or not such debt, 
money , or stock is to be deemed the whole or part, as the case 
may be, of the consideration in respect whereof the transfer is 
chargeable with ad valorem duty : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall apply to any such 
certificate of sale as is mentioned in Article 16 of the Schedule . 

Explanation. In the case of a sale of property subject to a 
mortgage or other incumbrance any unpaid mortgage money 
or money charged , together with the interest, if any, due on the 
same, shall be deemed to be part of the consideration for the 
sale : 

Provided that, where property subject to a mortgage is 
transferred to the mortgagee, he shall be entitled to deduct 
from the duty payable on the transfer the amount of any duty 
already paid in respect of the mortgage. 

Illustrations. 
( 1 ) A owes B Rs. 1,000 . A sells a property to B the consi 
deration being Rs. 500 and the release of the previous debt of 
Rs. 1,000. Stamp-duty is payable on Rs. 1,500 . 

(2 ) A sells a property to B for Rs. 500 which is subject to a 
mortgage to C for Rs. 1,000 and unpaid interest Rs. 200. Stamp 
duty is payable on Rs. 1,700 . 

( 3) A mortgages a house of the value of Rs. 10,000 to B 
for Rs. 5,000 . B afterwards buys the house from A. Stamp duty 
is payable on Rs . 10,000 less the amount of stamp -duty already 
paid for the mortgage . 

26. Valuation in case of annuity , etc. - Where an instrument 
is executed to secure the payment of annuity or other sum 
33-2198 
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payable periodically , or where the consideration for a convey 
ance is an annuity or other sum payable periodically , the amount 
secured by such instrument or the consideration for such con 
veyance, as the case may be , shall, for the purposes of this Act 
be deemed to be, -- 

( a ) Where the sum is payable for a definite period so that 
· the total amount to be paid can be previously ascertained - such 
total amount ; 

(b ) Where the sum is payable in perpetuity or for an indefi 
nite time not terminable with any life in being at the date of 
such instrument or conveyance -- the total amount which ac 
cording to the terms of such instrument or conveyance will or 
may be payable during the period of twenty years calculated 
from the date on which the first payment becomes due ; and 

( c) Where the sum is payable for an indefinite time termi 
nable with any life in being at the date ofich instrument or 
conveyance -- the maximum amount which will or may be payable 
as aforesaid during the period of twelve years "calculated from 
the date on which the first payment becomes due. 

27. Stamp where value of subject matter is indeterminate. 
Where the amount or value of the subject matter of any instru 
ment chargeable with ad valorem duty cannot be or could not 
have been , ascertained at the date of its execution , or first 
execution , nothing shall be claimable under such instrument 
mcre than the highest amount or value for which , if stated in . 
an instrument of the same description , the stamp actually used 
would , at the date of such execution have been sufficient: 

Provided that, in the case of the lease of mine in which roy 
alty or a share of the produce is received as the rent or the 
part of the rent it shall be sufficient to have estimated such 
royalty or the value of such share, for the purpose of stamp 
duty 

(a ) When the lease has been granted by or on behalf of the 
Government, at such amount or value as 

Collector may, 
having regard to all the circumstances of the case, have esti 
mated as likely to be payable by way of royalty or share to the 
Government under the lease , or 

(b ) when the lease has been granted by any other person , 
at twenty thousand rupees a year ; 

and the whole amount of such royalty or share , whatever 
it may be, shall be claimable under such lease : 

Provided also that, where proceedings have been taken in 
respect of any instrument under section 31 or 39 the amount 
certified by the Collector shall be deemed to be the stamp 
actually used at the date of execution . 

28. Facts affecting duty to be set forth in instrument.- The 
consideration , if any, and all other facts and circumstance 
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affecting the chargeability of any instrument with duty , or the 
amount of the duty with which it is chargeable, shall be fully 
and truly set forth therein . 

29. Direction as to duty in case of certain conveyances. 
( 1) Where any property has been contracted to be sold for one 
consideration for the whole, and is conveyed to the purchaser 
in separate parts by different instruments, the consideration 
shall be apportioned in such manner as the parties think fit, 
provided that a distinct consideration for each separate part is 
set forth in the conveyance relating thereto and such 
conveyance shall be chargeable with ad valorem duty in respect 
of such distinct consideration , 

(2 ) Where property contracted to be purchased for one 
consideration for the whole, by two or more persons jointly, 
or by any person for himself and others, or wholly for others , 
is conveyed in parts by separate instruments to the persons by 

whom the same was purchased for distinct parts of the 
consideration , the conveyance of each separate part shall be 
chargeable with ad valorem duty in respect of the distinct part 
of the consideration therein specified . 

(3) Where a person , having contracted for the purchase 
of any property but not having obtained a conveyance thereof 
contracts to sell the same to any other person and the property 
is in consequence conveyed immediately to the sub -purchaser, 
the conveyance shall be chargeable with ad valorem duty in 
respect of the consideration for the sale by the original purchaser 
to the sub -purchaser. 

( 4 ) Where a person , having contracted for the purchase 
of any property but not having obtained a conveyance thereof, 
contracts to sell the whole or any part thereof to any other 
person or persons and the property is in consequence conveyed 
by the original seller to different persons in parts , the convey , 
ance of each part sold to a sub- purchaser shall be chargeable 
with ad valorem duty in respect only of the consideration paid 
by such sub-purchaser without regard to the amount or value 
of the original consideration ; and the conveyance of the residue, 
if any, of such property to the original purchaser shall be 
chargeable with ad valorem duty in respect only of the excess 
of the original consideration over the aggregate of the consider 
ations paid by the sub-purchasers: 

Provided that the duty on such last mentioned conveyance 
shall in no case be less than two rupees. 

(5 ) Where a sub- purchaser takes an actual conveyance of 
the interest of the person immediately selling to him , which is 
chargeable with ad valorem duty in respect of the consideration 
paid by him and is duly stamped accordingly , any conveyance 
to be afterwards made to him of the same property by the 
original seller shall be chargeable with a duty equal to that 
which would be chargeable on a conveyance for the consider 
ation obtained by such original seller, or where such duty would 
exceed ten rupeeg, with a duty of ten rupees . 
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E Duty by whom pagablo . 
30. Duties by whom payable. - In the absence of an agree." 
ment to the contrary , the expense of providing the proper stamp 
shall be borne, 

(a ) in the case of any instrument described in any of the 
following Articles of the Schedule , namely : 

No. 2 (Administration Bond) , 
No. 6 (Agreement relating to deposit of title deeds , pawn 

or pledge) , 
No. 13 (Bond ) , 
No. 14 (Bottomry Bond) , 
No. 24 (Customs Bond ) , 
No. 29 (Further Charge) , 
No. 31 ( Indemnity Bond ), 
No. 36 (Mortgage deed) , 
No. 47 (Release ) , 
No. 48 (Respondentia Bond) , 
No. 49 (Security Bond or Mortgage deed) , 
No. 50 (Settlement) , 
No. 54 (c ) . ( Transfer of any interest secured by a bond 

ormortgage deed ) , 
by the person drawing , making or executing such instru 
ment; 

(b ) In the case of a conveyance (including a reconveyance 
of mortgaged property ) by the grantee; in the case of a lease or 
agreement to lease by the lessee or interded lessee; 

(c ) in the case of a counterpart of lease by the lessor: 

(d ) in the case of an instrument of exchange — by the 
parties in equal shares ; 

( e ) in the case of a certificate of sale ---- by the purchaser 
of the property to which such certificate relates ; and 
(f) in the case of an instrument of partition 

-by the 
parties thereto in proportion to their respective shares in the 
whole property partitioned , or, when the partition is made in 
execution of an order passed by a Revenue authority or Civil 
Court or arbitrator, in such proportion as such authority, Court 
or arbitrator directs .. 


CHAPTER III 
ADJUDICATION AS TO STAMPS 
31. Adjudication as to proper stamp.- (1) When any in 
Strument, whether executed or not and whether previously 
stamped or not is brought to the Collector, and the person 


bringing it applies to have the opinion of that officer as to the 
duty , if any, with which it is chargeable, and pays a fee of 
such a nount (not exceeding ten rupees and not less than one 
rupee) as the Collector may in each case direct, the Collector 
shall determine the duty , if any, with which , in his judgment, 
the instrument is chargeable . 

(2) For this purpose the Collector may require to be 
furnished with an abstract of the instrument, and also with such 
affidavit or other evidence as hemay deem necessary to prove 
that all the facts and circumstances affecting the chargeability 
of the instrument with duty , or the amount of the duty with 
which it is chargeable , are fully and truly set forth therein , 
and may resuse to proceed upon any such application , until such 
abstract and evidence have been furnished accordingly : 

Provided that 

(a ) no evidence furnished in pursuance of this section shall 
be used against any person in any civil proceeding except in any 
enquiry as to the duty with which the instrument to which it 
relates is chargeable ; and 

( b ) every person by whom any such evidence is furnished, 
shall, on payment of the full duty with which the instrument 
to which it relates, is chargeable, be relieved from any penalty 
which he may have incurred under this Act by reason of the 
omission to state truly in such instrument any of the facts or 
circumstances aforesaid . 

32. Certificate by Collector.- (1 ) When an instrument 
brought to the Collector under section 31, is in his opinion , one 
of a description chargeable with duty , and 

(a ) the Collector determines that it is already fully 
stamped , or 

(b ) the duty determined by the Collector under section 
31, or such a sum as, with duty already paid in respect of the in 
strument, is equal to the duty so determined , has been paid , 
the Collector shall certify by endorsement on such instrument 
that the full duty ( stating the amount ) with which it is charge. 
able has been paid . 

(2 ) When such instrument is, in his opinion , not charge . 
able with duty , the Collector shall certify in manner aforesaid 
that such instrument is not so chargeable . 

(3 ) Any instrument upon which an endorsement has been 
made under this section shall be deemed to be duly stamped or 
not chargeable with duty , as the case may be; and , if chargeable 
with duty, shall be receivable in evidence or otherwise, and 
may be acted upon and registered as if it had been originally 
duly stamped: 

Provided that nothing in this section shall authorise the 
Collector to endorse 


(a ) any instrument executed or first executed in India . 
and brought to him after the expiration of one month from the 
date of its execution , or first execution , as the case may be; 

(b ) any instruinent executed or first executed out of 
India and brought to him after the expiration of three months 
after it has been first received in the State ; or 

(c) any instrument chargeable with the duty of twelve 
naye paise or less than twelve naye paise when brought to him , 
after the execution thereof on paper not duly stamped . 

CHAPTER IV 
INSTRUMENTS NOT DULY, STAMPED 
33. Examination and impounding of instruments.- (1) Every 
person having by law or consent of parties authority to receive 
evidence , and every person in charge of a public office, except 
an Officer of Police , before whom any instrument, chargeable 
in his opinion , with duty , is produced or comes in the perform 
ance of his functions, shall, if it appears to hin that such in 
strument is not duly stamped , impound the same. 

(2 ) For that purpose every such person shall examine 
every instrument so chargeable and so produced or coming be 
fore him , in order to ascertain whether it is stamped with a 
stamp of the value and description required by the law in force 
in the State when such instrument was executed or first exe 
cuted : 

Provided that 

( a ) nothing herein contained shall be deemed to require 
any Magistrate or Judge of a Criminal Court to examine or im 
pound , if he does not think fit so to do , any instrument coming 
before him in the course of any proceeding other than a proceed 
ing under Chapter XII or Chapter XXXVI of the Code of Cri 
minal Procedure , 1898 ; 

( b ) in the case of a Judge of the High Court, the d - uty 
of examining and impounding any instrument under section 
may be delegated to such officer as the Court appoints in this 
behalf . 

( 3) For the purposes of this section , in cases of doubt, the 
Governmentmay determine 

(a ) what offices shall be deemed to be public offices ; and 

(b ) who shall be deemed to be persons in charge of public 
offices. 

34. Instrument not duly stamped inadmissible in evidence , 
etc. -No instrument chargeable with duty shall be admitted in 
evidence for any purpose by any person having by law or con 
sent of parties authority to receive evidence , or shall be Facted 
upon , registered or authenticated by any such person or by any 
public officer, unless such instrument is duly stamped : 
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Provided that 
(a ) 

any such instrument not being an instrun ent char 
geable with a duty of twelve raye paise or less than twelve 
naye paise shall , subject to all just exceptions, be admitted in 
evidence on payment of the duty with which the same is charge 
able, or, in the case of an instrument insufficiently stamped , of 
the amount required to make up such duty, together with a 
penalty of five rupees or, when ten times , the amount of the 
proper duty or deficient portion thereof exceeds five rupees, of a 
sum equal to ten times such duty or portion ; 

(b ) any such instrument, when presented to a Registering 
Officer for registration , shall be registered , if the party agrees. 
to pay the duty and penalty due thereon as decided by the 
Registering Officer and pays the same within seven days from 
the date of such decision ; 

(c ) where a contract or agreement of any kind is effected 
by correspondence consisting of two or more letters and any one 
of the letters bears the proper stamp, the contract or agreement 
shall be deemed to be duly stamped ; 

(d ) nothing herein contained shall prevent the admission 
of any instrument in evidence in any proceeding in a Criminal 
Court, other than a proceeding under Chapter XII or Chapter 
XXXVI of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 ; 

( e ) nothing herein contained shall prevent the admission 
of any instrument in any Court when such instrument has been 
executed by or on behalf of the Government, or where it bears 
the certificate of the Collector as provided by section 32 or any 
other provision of this Act . 

35. Admission of instrument where not to be questioned. 
Where an instrumenthas been admitted in evidence such admis 
sion shall not, except as provided in section 59 , be called in 
question at any stage of the same suit or proceeding on the 
ground that the instrument has not been duly stamped . 

36. Admission of improperly stamped instruments. The 
Governmentmay make rules providing that, where an instrument 
bears a stamp of sufficient amount but of improper description , 
it may , on payment of the duty with which the same is charge 
able, be certified to be duly stamped , and any instrument so 
certified shall then be deemed to have been duly stamped as 
from the date of its execution . 

37. Instruments impounded how dealt with .- (1) When the 
person impounding an instrument under section 33 has by law or 
consent of parties authority to receive evidence and admits such 
instrument in evidence or when he is a registering officer to 
Tegister such instrument upon payment of a penalty as provided 
by section 34 or of duty as provided by section 36 , he shall send 
to the Collector an authenticated copy of such instrument, 
together with , a certificate in writing , stating the amount of 
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duty and penalty levied in respect thereof, and shall send such 
amount to the Collector or to such person as he may appoint in 
this behalf. 

(2 ) In every other case , the person so impounding an instru 
ment shall send it in original to the Collector . 

38. Collector s power to refund penalty paid under sub 
section ( 1) of section 37.- (1 ) When a copy of an instrument is 
sentto the Collector under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 37, he may , 
if he thinks fit , refund the whole any portion of the penalty 
in excess of ten rupees which has been paid in respect of such 
instrument 

(2 ) When such instrument has been impounded only because 
it has been written in contravention of section 13 or section 14 , 
the Collector may refund the whole penalty so paid . 

39. Collector s power to stamp instruments impounded. 
( 1) ,When the Collector impounds any instrument under section 
33, or receives any instrument sent to him under sub -section (2 ) 
of section 37, not being an instrument chargeable with a duty of 
twelve naye paise or less , he shall adopt the following pro 
cedure : 

(a ) if he is of opinion that such instrument is duly stamped 
or is not chargeable with duty , he shall certify by endorsement 
thereon that it is duly stamped or that it is not so chargeable, 
as the case may be; 

(b ) if he is of opinion that such instrument is chargeable 
with duty and is not duly stamped he shall require the payment 
of the proper duty or the amount required to make up the same, 
together with a penalty of five rupees ; or if he thinks fit, an 
amount not exceeding ten times the amount of the proper duty 
or of the deficient portion thereof whether such amount exceeds 
or falls short of five rupees : 

Provided that, when such instrument has been impounded 
only because it has been written in contravention of section 13 
or section 14 , the Collector may , if he thinks fit, remit the whole 
penalty prescribed by this section . 

( 2 ) Every certificate under clause (a ) of sub- section (1 ) 
shall , for the purposes of this Act, be conclusive evidence of the 
matters stated therein . 

( 3) Where an instrument has been sent to the Collector 
under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 38, the Collector shall, when he 
has dealt with it as provided by this section , return it to the 
impounding officer . 
- 40. Instruments unduly stamped by accident. - If any instru 
ment chargeable with duty and not duly stamped, not being an 
instrument chargeable with a duty of twelve naye paise or less 
is produced by any person of his ownmotion before the Collector 
within one year from the date of its execution or first execution 
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and such person brings to the notice of the Collector the fact 
that such instrument is not duly stamped and offers to pay to 
the Collector the amount of the proper duty, or the amount 
required to make up the same and the Collector is satisfied that 
the oznission to duly stamp such instrument has been occasioned 
by accident, mistake or urgent necessity, he may , instead of 
proceeding under sections 33 and 39 , receive such amount and 
proceed as next hereinafter prescribed. 

41. Endorsement of instruments on which duty has been 
paid under sections 34 , 39 or 40.- ( 1) When the duty and 
penalty , if any, leviable in respect of any instrument have been 
paid under section 34 , section 39 or section 40, the person admit 
ting such instrument in evidence or the Collector , as the case 
may be, shall certify by endorsement thereon that the proper 
duty or, as the case may be, the proper duty and penalty (stating 
the amount of each ) have been levied in respect thereof and the 
name and residence of the person paying them . 

(2 ) Every instrument so endorsed shall thereupon be admis 
sible in evidence , and may be registered and acted upon and 
authenticated as if it had been duly stamped , and shall be deli 
vered on his application in this behalf to the person from whose 
possession it came into the hands of the officer impounding it, or 
as such person may direct: 

Provided that, 

(a ) no instrument which has been admitted in evidence 
upon payment of duty and a penalty under section 34 shall be 
so delivered before the expiration of one month from the date 
of such impounding, or if the Collector has certified that its 
further detention is necessary and has not cancelled such certifi . 
cate; 

(b ) nothing in this section shall affect order XIII, rule 9 of 
the First Schedule to the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908. 

42. Prosecution for offence against Stamp Law . - The taking of 
proceedings or the payment of a penalty under this Chapter in 
respect of any instrument shall not bar the prosecution of any 
person who appears to have committed an offence against the 
law relating to stamps in respect of such instrument: 

Provided that no such prosecution shall be instituted in the 
case of any instrument in respect of which such a penalty has 
been paid , unless it appears to the Collector that the offence was 
committed with an intention of evading payment of the proper 
duty. 

43. Persons paying duty or penalty may recover same in 
certain cases.-- ( 1) When any duty or penalty has been paid 
under section 34. section 36 , section 39 or section 40 , by any 
person in respect of an instrument, and by agreement or under 
the provisions of section 30 or any other enactment in force at 
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the time such instrurnent was executed , some other person was 
bound to bear the expense of providing the proper stamp for 
such instrument, the first-mentioned person shall be entitled to 
recover from such other person the amount of the duty or 
penalty so paid . 
Srete (2 ) . For the purpose of such recovery any certificate granted 

in respect of such instrument under this Act shall be conclusive 
evidence of the matters therein certified . 

(3 ) Such amount may , if the Court thinks fit, be included 
in any order as to costs in any suit or proceeding to which such 
persons are parties and in which such instrument has been 
tendered in evidence. If the Court does not include the amount 
in such order, no further proceedings for the recovery of the 
amount shall be maintainable : 

44. Power of Government or other specified authority to 
refund penalty or excess duty in certain cases.- ( 1) Where 
any penalty is paid under section 34 or section 39, the Govern 
ment or such other authority as may be specified by Govern 
ment in this behalf may , upon application in writin s made 
within one year from the date of the payment, refund such pen 
alty wholly or in part 

( 2 ) Where , in the opinion of the Government or such other 
authority specified under sub-section (1) , stamp duty in excess 
of that which is legally chargeable has been charged and paid . 
under section 34 or section 39, the Government or such authority 
may , upon application in writing made within three months of 
the order charging the same, refund the excess. 

45. Non - liability for loss of instruments sent under section 
37 .- (1 ) If any instrument sent to the Collector under sub 
section (2 ) of section 37 is lost, destroyed or damaged during 
transmission , the person sending the same shall not be liable for 
such loss , destruction or damage . 

(2 ) When any instrument is about to be so sent, the person 
from whose possession it came into the hands of the person im 
pounding the same,may require a copy thereof to be made at 
the expense of such first-mentioned person and authenticated 
by the person impounding such instrument. 

46. Recovery of duties and penalties. - All duties, penalties 
and other sums required to be paid under this Chapter may be 
recovered by the Collector by distress and sale of the movable 
property of the person from whom the same are due, or by any 
other process for the time being in force for the recovery of 
arrears of land revenue. 

CHAPTER V 


ALLOWANCES FOR STAMPS IN CERTAIN CASES. 


47. Allowance for spoiled stamps. - Subject to such rules as 
may be made by the Government as to the evidence to be 
required , or the enquiry to be made, the Collector may, on ap 
plication made , within the period prescribed in section 48, and 
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if he is satisfied as to the facts , make allowance for impressed 
stamps spoiled in the cases hereinafter mentioned, namely : 

(a ) the stamp on any paper inadvertently and unde 
signedly spoiled , obliterated or by error in writing or any other 
means rendered unfit for the purpose intended before any instru 
ment written thereon is executed by any person ; 

(b ) the stamp on any document which is written out 
wholly or in part, but which is not signed or executed by any 
party thereto ; 

( c ) the stamp used for an instrument executed by any 
party thereto which-- . 

( 1) has been afterwards found to be absolutely void in law 
from the beginning; 

(2 ) has been afterwards touna unfit by reason or any 
error or mistake therein , for the purpose originally intended ; 

(3 ) by reason of the death of any person by who it is 
necessary that it should be executed , without having executed 
the same, or of the refusal of any such person to execute the 
same, cannot be completed so as to effect the intended transac 
tion in the form proposed ; 

(4) for want of the execution thereof by some material 
party , and his inability or refusal to sign the same, is in fact in 
complete and insufficient for the purpose for which it was 
intended ; 

(5 ) by reason of the refusal of any person to act under the 
same, or to advance any money intended to be thereby secured 
or by the refusal or non -acceptance of any office thereby granted , 
totally fails of the intended purpose ; 

(6 ) becomes useless in consequence of the transaction in 
tended to be thereby effected, being effected by some other instru 
ment between the same parties and bearing a stamp of not less 
value ; 

(7 ) is deficient in value and the transaction intended to be 
thereby effected has been effected by some other instrument bet 
ween the same parties and bearing a stamp of not less value ; 

(8 ) is inadvertently and undesignedly spoiled , and in lieu 
whereof another instrument made between the same parties and 
for the same purpose is executed and duly stamped : 

Provided that, in the case of an executed instrument, no legal 
proceedinghas been commenced in which the instrument could 
or would have been given or offered in evidence and that the 
instrument is given up to be cancelled . 

Explanation . - The certificate of the Collector under section 
32 , that the fullduty with which an instrument is chargeable has 
been paid , is an impressed stamp within the meaning of this 
section , 
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48. Application for relief under section 47 when to be made .-- 
The application for relief under section 47 shall be made within 
the following periods, that is to say , 

(1 ) in the cases mentioned in clause (c ) (5 ) , within two 
months of the date of the instrument; 

(2) in the case of a stamped paper on which no instrument 
has been executed by any of the parties thereto,within six months 
after the stamp has been spoiled ; 

(3 ) in the case of a stamped paper in which an instrument 
has been executed by any of the parties thereto , within six 
months after the date of the instrument or, if it is not dated , 
within six months after execution thereof by the person by whom 
it was first or alone executed : 

Provided that -- 

(a ) when the spoiled instrument has been for sufficient 
reasons sent out of the State, the application may be made within 
six months after it has been received back in the State . 

(b ) when , from unavoidable circumstances, any instrument 
for which another instrument has been substituted, cannot be 
given up to be cancelled within the aforesaid period, the applica 
tion may be made within six months after the date of execution 
of the substituted instrument. 

49. Allowance in case of printed forms no longer required by 
Corporations: -The Government or such other authority as may 
be specified in this behall by Government may , without limit of 
time,make allowance for stamped papers used for printed forms 
of instruments by any banker or by any incorporated company 
or other body corporate , if for any sufficient reason such forms . 
have ceased to be required by the said banker, company or body 
corporate : 

Provided that the Government or such authority is 
satisfied that the duty in respect of such stamped papers has been 
duly paid . 

50. Allowance for misused stamps .- ( a ) When any person 
has inadvertently used for an instrument chargeable with duty , . 
a stamp of a cescription other than that prescribed for such in 
strument by the rules made under this Act , or a stamp of greater 
value than was necessary or has inadvertently used any stamp 
for an instrument not chargeable with any duty ; or 

(b ) When any stamp used for an instrument has been 
inadvertently rendered useless under section 15, owing to such 
instrument having been written in contravention of the pro 
visions of section 13 ; 

The Collector may, on application made within six months 
after the date of the instrument, or if it is not dated , within 
six months after the execution thereof by the person by 
whom it was first or alone executed , and upon the instrument, 
it chargeable with duty , being restamped with the proper 
duty , cancel and allow gas spoiled the stamp so misused or 
rendered useless , 
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51. Allowance for spoiled or misused stamps how to bemade. 
In any case in which allowance is made for spoiled or misused 
stamps , the Collector may give in lieu thereof 

(a ) other stamps of the same description and value ; or 

(b ) if required and he thinks fit, stamps of any other descrip 
tion to the same amount in value ; or 

(c ) at his discretion , the same value in money deducting 
six naye paise for each rupee or fraction of a rupee . 

52. Allowance for stamps not required for use. - When any 
person is possessed of a stamp or stamps which have not been 
spoiled or rendered unfit or useless for the purpose intended , but 
for which he has no immediate use , the Collector shall repay 
to such person the value of such stamp or stamps in money, de 
ducting six naye paise for each rupee or portion of a rupee, upon 
such person delivering up the same to be cancelled , and proving 
to the Collector s satisfaction 

(a ) that such stamp or stamps were purchased by such 
person with a bona fide intention to use them ; and 

(b ) that he has paid the full price thereof ; and 

(c ) that they were so purchased within the period of six 
months next preceding the date on which they were so delivered : 

Provided that, where the person is a licensed vendor of 
stamps, the Collector may , it he thinks fit, make the repayment 
of the sum actually paid by the vendor without any such deduc 
tion as aforesaid . 

53. Allowances for stamps in denominations of annas. - Not 
withstanding anything contained in section 52, when any person 
is possessed of a stamp or stamps in any denominations other than 
in denominations of annas four or multiples thereof and such 
stamp or stamps has or have not been spoiled , the Collector shall 
repay to such person the value of such stamp or stamps in money 
calculated in accordance with the provisions of sub- section (2 ) of 
section 14 of the Indian Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906 ) , upon such 
person delivering up , within six months from the commencement 
of this Act , such stamp or stamps to the Collector. 

CHAPTER VI 

REFERENCE AND REVISION 
54. Control of and statement of case to , the Government 
or other authority specified by the Government.- ( 1 ) The powers 
exercisable by a Collector under Chapter IV and Chapter V and 
under clause ( a ) of the first proviso to section 27 shall in all cases 
be subject to the control of the Government or such other 
authority as may be specified by Government in this behalf. 

( 2) If any Collector acting under section 31, section 39 or 
section 40, leels doubt as to the amount of duty with which any 
instrument is chargeable, he may draw up a statement of the case 
and refer it with his own opinion thereon , for the decision of the 
Government or such other authority as may be specified by 
Government in this behalf. 


(3 ) The Government or such authority shall consider the case 
and send a copy of its decision to the Collector, whoj shall 
proceed to assess and charge the duty , if any, in conformity 
with such decision 

55. Statement of case by the Government or other authority 
specified by the Government to High Court.- ( 1) The Govern 
ment or such other authority asmay be specified by Government 
in this behalfmay state any case referred to it under sub- section 
(2 ) of section 54 or otherwise coming to its notice, and refer 
such case, with its own opinion thereon , to the High Court. 

(2 ) Every such case shall be decided by not less than three 
Judges of the High Court, and in case fof difference, the opinion 
of the majority shall prevail. 

Pouer of High Court to call foráfurther particulars as 
to case statsd . If the High Court is not satisfied that the state 
ments contained in the case are suficient to enable it to deter

57. Procedure in disposing of case stated.- ( 1) The High 
Court, upon the hearing of any such case , shall decide the ques 
tions raised thereby, and shall deliver its judgment thereon 
containing the grounds on which such decision is founded . 

( 2 ) The Court shall send to the authority by which the case 
was stated , a copy of such judgment under the seal of the Court 
and the signature of the Registrar ; and the authority shall , on 
receiving such copy, dispose of the case conformably to such 
judgment. 

58. Statement of case by other Courts to High Court.- (1 ) 
If any Court, other than the High Court, feels doubt as to the 
amount of duty to be paid in respect of any instrument under 
proviso (a ) to section 34, the Judge may draw up a statement 
of the case , and refer it, with his own opinion thereon , for the 
decision of the High Court. 

( 2 ) The High Court shall deal with the case as if it had been 
referred under section 55 , and send a copy of its judgment 
under the seal of the Court and the signature of the Registrar 
to the Government or such other authority specified in this be 
half and another like copy to the Judge making the reference , 
who shall, on receiving such copy , dispose of the case conform 
ably to such judgment. 

(3 ) References made under sub -section ( 1) , when made 
by a Court subordinate to a District Court , shall be made 
through the District Court, and , when made by any subordinate 
Revenue Court, shall be made through the Court immediately 
superior, 

59. Revision of certain decisions of Courts regarding the 
sufficiency of stamps.-- ( 1) When any Court in the exercise of 
its Civil or Revenue jurisdiction or any Criminal Court in any 
proceeding under Chapter XII or Chapter XXXVI of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure , 1898, makes any order agimitting any

instrument in evidence as duly stamped or as not requiring 
a stamp, or upon payment of duty and a penalty under section 
34 , the Court to which appeals lie from , or references are made 
by, such first mentioned Court may, of its own motion or on the 
application of the Collector, take such order into consideration . 

(2 ) If such court, after such consideration , is of opinion that 
such instrument should not have been admitted in evidence 
without the payment of duty and penalty under section 34 , or 
without the payment of a higher duty and penalty than those 
paid , it may record a declaration to that effect, and determine 
the amount of duty with which such intrument is chargeable , and 
may require any person in whose possession or power such in 
strument then is, to produce the same, and may impound the 
same when produced . 

( 3 ) When any declaration has been recorded under sub 
section (2 ), the Court recording the same shall send a copy 
thereof to the Collector and, where the instrument to which it 
relates has been impounded or is otherwise in the possession of 
such Court, shall also send him such instrument. 

(4 ) The Collectormay thereupon , notwithstanding anything 
contained in the order admitting such instrument in evidence, 
or in any certificate granted under section 41, or in section 42, 
prosecute any person for any offence against the stamp-law 
which the Collector considers him to have committed in respect 
of such instrument : 


Provided that , 

(a ) no such prosecution shall be instituted where the 
amount (including duty and penalty ) which , according to the 
determination of such Court, was payable in respect of the 
instrument under section 34, is paid to the Collector , unless he 
thinks that the offence was committed with an intention of 
evading payment of the proper duty ; 


( b ) except for the purpose of such prosecution , no declara 
tion made under this section shall affect the validity of any 
order admitting any instrument in evidence, or of any certificate 
granted under section 41. 


CHAPTER VII 


CRIMINAL OFFENCES AND PROCEDURE . 
60. Penalty for executing, etc., Instrument not duly 
stamped.- ( 1) Any person executing or signing otherwise that 
as a witness any instrument chargeable with duty , without the 
same being duly stamped shall for every such offence be punish 
able with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees: 
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or 


Provided that when any penalty has been paid in respect of 
any instrument under section 34, section 39 or section . 59, the 
amount of such penalty shall be allowed in reduction of the fine, 
if any, subsequently imposed under this section in respect of 
the same instrument upon the person who paid such penalty . 

( 2 ) If a share-warrant is issued without being duly 
stamped , the Company issuing the same, and also every person 
who, at the time when it is issued , is the managing director or 
secretary or other principal officer of the Company, shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees. 

61. Penalties for failure to cancel adhesive stamp.-- Any person 
required by section 12 to cancel an adhesive stamp, and fail 
ing to cancel such stamp in manner prescribed by that sec 
tion , shall be punishable with fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees. 

62. Penalty for omission to comply with provisions of 
section 28. - Any person who, with intent to defraud the Govern 
ment, 

(a ) executes any instrument in which all the facts and 
circumstances required by section 28 to be set forth in such 
instrument are not fully and truly set forth ; or 

(b ) being employed or concerned in or about the pre 
paration of any instrument, neglects or omits fully and truly to 
set forth therein all such facts and circumstances; 

(c ) does any other act calculated to deprive the Gov 
ernment of any duty or penalty under this Act ; 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to five 
thousand rupees. 

63. Penalty for devices to defraud the revenue.- Any 
person who with intent to defraud the Government of duty , 
practices or is concerned in any act, contrivance or device not 
specially punishable under this Act or any other law for the 
time being in force shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to one thousand rupees. 

64. Penalty for breach of rule relating to sale of stamps and 
for unauthorised sale.- ( a) Any person appointed to sell 
stamps who disobeys any rule made under section 69, and 

(b ) any person not so appointed who sells or offers for . 
sale any stamp other than a stamp of the value of twelve 
naye paise or less 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to five 
hundred rupees, or with both . 

65. Institution and conduct of prosecutions.- (1 ) No prose 
cution in respect of any offence punishable under this Act or 
any enactment hereby repealed , shall be instituted without the 
sanction of the Collector or such other officer as the Govern 
ment generally , or the Collector specially , authorises in that 
behalf . 
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( 2) The Government, or any officer generally or specially 
authorized by it in this behall, may stay any such prosecution 
or compound any such offence . 

(3 ) The amount of any such composition shall be recov 
erable in the manner provided by section 46 . 

66. Jurisdiction of Magistrates.--No Magistrate other than a 
Magistrate whose powers are not less than those of a Magistrate 
of the First class, shall try any offence under this Act . 

67. Place of trial - Every such offence committed in respect 
of any instrumentmay be tried in any district in which such 
instrument is found, as well as in any district in which such 
offence might be tried under the Code of Criminal Procedure 
1898 . 


CHAPTER VIII 


SUPPLEMENTAL PROVISIONS 


68. Books etc., to be open to inspection .-- Every public 
officer having in his custody any registers, books, records, 
papers , documents or proceedings , the inspection whereof may 
tend to secure any duty, or to prove or lead to the discovery of 
any fraud or omission in relation to any duty , shall at all reason 
able times permit any person authorized in writing by the 
Collector to inspect for such purpose the registers, books, 
papers, documents and proceedings, and to take such notes and 
extracts as he may deem necessary, without fee or charge . 

69. Power to make rules.- ( 1) The Government may , by 
notification in the Gazette, make rules to carry out generally 
the purposes of this Ac!. 

(2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power such rules n: ay be made for regulating 
(a ) the supply and the sale of stamps and stamped 

papers, 
( b ) the persons by whom alone such sale is to be 

conducted , 
( c) the duties and remuneration of such persons, and 
( d ) the fines which shall in no case exceed five hundred 

rupees to be incurred on breach of any rule : 
Provided that such rules shall not restrict the sale of adhe 
sive stamp of the value of twelve naye paise or less 

( 3 ) All rules made under this Act shall be laid , as soon 
as may be , after they are made, before the Legislative 
Assembly while it is in session for a total period of not less than 
14 days which may be comprised in one session or in two or 
more sessions and if, before the expiry of the said period the 
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Legislative Assembly makes any modification in the rules 
or directs that any rule shall not have effect, the rules shall 
thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
effect, as the case may be. 

70. Saving as to Court Fees .-- Nothing contained in this Act 
shall be deemed to affect the duties chargeable under any enact 
ment for the time being in force relating to Court-fees . 

71. Saving as to certain stamps. - All stamps in denomi 
nations of annas four or multiples thereof shall be deemed to be 
stamps of the value of twenty - five naye paise, or as the case may 
be, multiples thereof and shall, accordingly , be valid for all the 
purposes of this Act. 

72. Application of the Indian Stamp Act, 1899. - The Indian 
Stamp Act, 1899 ( Central Act 2 of 1899) as in force in the Malabar 
District referred to in section 5 ( 2 ) of the States Reorganisation 
Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ) in so far as it relates to the 
matter specified in Entry 44 of List III of the Seventh Schedule 
to the Constitution in respect of documents specified in Entry 91 
of List I of the said Schedule , shall notwithstanding anything 
contained in any law , extend to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

73. Repeal and Savings. The Indian Stamp Act, 1899 
( Central Act 2 of 1899 ) in its application to the Malabar District 
referred to in section 5 (2 ) of the States Reorganisation Act, 1956 
(Central Act 37 of 1956) in so far as it relates to the matter 
specified in Entry 44 of List III of the Seventh Schedule to the 
Constitution in respect of documents falling under Entry 63 of 
List II in the said Schedule and the Travancore-Cochin Stamp 
Act, 1125 (Act 1 of 1125 ) are hereby repealed : 

Provided that such repeal shall not affect 

(a ) the previous operation of the said enactments or any 
thing duly done or suffered thereunder ; 

(b ) any right, privilege , obligation or liability acquired , 
accrued or incurred under the said enactments ; 

( c) any penalty , forefeiture or punishment incurred in 
respect of any offence committed against the said enactments ; or 

( d ) any investigation , legal proceeding or remedy in 
respect ofany such right, privilege, obligation , liability , forfeiture 
or punishment as aforesaid and any such investigation , legal pro 
ceeding or remedy may be instituted , continued or enforced , and 
any such penalty , forfeiture or punishment may be imposed as 
if this Act had not been passed .

thereof to the property in any goods lying in or upon any dock ,ware 
house or wharf, such instrument being signed or 

certified by 
or on behalf of the person in whose custody such goods may be.
